REPORT TO PRESIDENT THAT 


PASSAGE 
OF MEASURE 


LIKELY BY FRIDAY 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23., 


(/P)—Senate leaders sought j 
to wind up general debate 
on the administration neu-i 
trality bill today after re- 
porting to President Roose- 
velt that the measure prob-| 
ably would be passed by I 
Friday. 


Democratic Leader Barkley call- 
ed the chamber Into session at 11 
a. m.—an hour earlier than usual. 
He told reporters there would be 
no more major speeches in behalf 
of the bill, and said his efforts were 
being directed solely toward ob- 
taining a vote as soon as possible. 
Starting the fourth week of de- 
bate on the neutrality bill. Senator 
Wiley (R-Wis) announced he woujd 
oppose repeal of the arms embargo. 
Wiley had been uncommitted. 
Those present at the white house 
conference were Barkley, Republi- 
can 
Leader 
McNary, 
and 
Vice 
President Garner. 


McNary told reporters afterward 


It was the concensus of those pres- 
ent that a vote on the measure 
would be reached by Friday. 


McNary is opposed to the admin- 


istration bill, but he was reported 
to have agreed with Barkley and 
Garner that it would be approved 
by a two-to-one majority. 


During tho day, Barkley planned 
to ask the senate to agree unani- 
mously to limit future debate. One

PERTH AMBOY, N. J. Oct. 23.— 


(#>)—Four of six Infants In the nur- 
sery of Perth Amboy General hos- 
pital died of asphyxiation early to- 
day, less than an hour before they 
were to be taken to their mothers' 
rooms for 2 a. m. feeding.

TANKER SUNK BY GERMAN SUB 


TELL OF UNNOUNCED FIRE 


BOSTON, Oct. 23.—(/P)—Surviv- 


ors of the huge French 
tanker 


Emilo Mlguct told today how a 
German U-boat had opened fire 
upon their highly explosive vessel 
without warning, with ono 
shell 


cutting a seaman almost In half, 
but then had allowed others of 
the crew to escape before torpe- 
doing the ship. 


Captain Robert Andrade of the 


Einllo Mlguet, the biggest com- 
mercial vessel yet bagged by nazl 
submarines, described vividly the 
sudden attack 
which

craft a roaring Inferno, as he and 
the 38 other survivors arrived hero 
on the American rescue ship Black 
Hawk, 


Tho French tanker was about 


two days off the French coast on 
October 12 and dusk had just fall- 
en when tho first shell screamed 
overhead.

shells followed In quick succes- 
sion, Captain Andrade said, 


"One struck the crow's quarters, 


almost cutting In half Joseph Le- 
Maou, an 18-year-old apprentice 
seaman," ha said, 


LeMaou was the only ono lost 


in the sinking, his body being left 
aboard the slowly sinking tanker. 
One other crew member suffered 
a head Injury from shell fire, but 
recovered after treatment aboard 
the Black Hawk. 


"I hailed the submarine after 


the first burst of shell fire," Cap- 
tain Andrado said, "and asked 
permission to take my men off be- 
fore the ship was sunk. Tho Ger- 
man commander granted this per- 
mission, and all 30 of us crowded 
into the one lifeboat that was left 
after the shelling,

BORDEAUX, France, Oct. 21.— 


W)—At least 67 persons lost their 
lives In the sinking of two British 
steamers in tho Atlantic Tuesday, 
authorities estimated today as they 
checked the stories of some 300 
survivors landed here last night 
by a rescue ship. 
Officials said 61 apparently had 
gone down with the Yorkshire and 
six or seven with the City of Man- 
dalay. The two vessels were sunk 
by a submarine within a half hour 
about BOO miles off the Spanish 
coast. 
Tales of hardship and terror were 
told by the survivors. 
Ambulances wore waiting when 
the rescue ship, 
the 
American 
freighter Independence Hall, com- 
manded by Captain D. J. McKen- 
zle, reached port. 
Survivors said the Yorkshire and 
the Cltly of Mandalay were in a 
convoy of 19 other vessels under 
the guard of British warships, but 
became separated from the convoy 
one day out from Gibraltar. 
The 10,000-ton Yorkshire was tho 
first to go down, torpedoed, pass- 
engers said, by a submarine which 
they identified as Gorman. The City 
of Mandalay was struck a short 
time later. 
The Mandalay, first to be reach- 
ed, was breaking In two when the 
Independence Hall hove In sight. 
Because of the heavy seas more 
than two hours was required to 
complete the rescue work. 
Some of tho 60 passengers aboard 
the Independence Hall said that 
while the survivors of the City of 
Mandalay were being picked up a 
submarine suddenly came to the 
surface, signalled "How many have 
you saved?' and then submerged. 
The Independence Hall reached 
the spot where the Yorkshire sank 
about 10 p. m., tho survivors, all 
of whom were In lifeboats, said 
the vessel went down in about nine 
minutes. 


Some of the survivors were bare- 
foot when they came ashore here, 
many were wrapped in blankets 
and almost all were inadequately 
clad. Those suffering most severely 
from exposure told of floating for 
hours in the icy seas, kept afloat 
by lifebelts. 


Among them was a four-year-old 
baby, whoso mother was reported 
drowned. 
Two Officers Sunken 


Steamer Are Safe 


LIVERPOOL, England, Oct. 21. 


OP}—Owners' of the British steam- 
er Clement, sunk Sept. 30 in the 
South Atlantic by a mysterious 
German raider, announced today 
that two of the ship's officers, 
taken prisoner by the raiders, had 
safely reached Saint Vincent, Cape 
Vorde Islands. 


In some quarters this was tak- 
en as indicating that vengeance 
had overtaken tho German vessel 
which a few Clement surviv6rs 
said thoy believed was the pocket 
battleship Admiral Scheer. 


Another ship entered the specu- 
lation as to the identity of tho 
German 
raider, however, when 
Britloh censors passed a Reuter 
dispatch quoting the Buenos Aires 
correspondent of the New York 
Times as saying the attacker of 
the Clement had been identified 
as the Gorman ship 
Schwaben- 
land, a converted Gorman 
mer- 
chantman. 


The dispatch said tho Schwab- 
enland, an 8,631 ton ship, had in 
turn been sunk by a British cruis- 
er. 


However, there was nothing In 
the first announcement, by Sir 
Alclred Booth of the Booth Line, 
to bear out tho theory the raider 
had been caught. 
How the two 


officers were freed was not dis- 
closed. 


When the Clement went down 


off tho Brazilian coast Captain 
F. P. C. Harris and Chief Engi- 
neer W. Bryant wore taken aboard 
tho surface vessel that sank her. 


"We have just received a mes- 
sage that they (the two officers) 
are coming home on the 
next 
available steamer and we under- 
tsand they are quite well," Sir Al- 
fred announced.

What 
modern 
warfare 


may do to a nation is seen 
most dramatically in China. 
Says Roger Babson, who 
has been studying the sit- 
uation there:

are blazing the trail of the 
world of tomorrow.

In trying to steer a clear

Fuehrer 
Hitler, who now seems to 
"bestride this narrow world 
like a Colossus," was say- 
ing in a speech to the Ger- 
man Reichstag on January 
30, 1937: 


"It is put of the question 


that National Socialist Ger- 
many could ever be found 
to' protect Bolshevism, or 
that we on our side could 
ever agree to accept the as- 
sistance of the Bolshevik 
state. For I fear that the 
moment any nation agreed 
to accept such assistance, 
it would thereby seal its 
own doom." 


How now, little Fuehrer? 


What was then out of the 
question is today very much 
in the question. Germany, 
through all-powerful Hit- 
ler, has "accepted the as- 
sistance of the Bolshevik 
state." 


And the world seems, and 


perhaps the German peo- 
ple themselves see, what 
the'result is. Stalin is rap- 
idly grabbing buffer states 
on his western border, en- 
croaching on -the Nazi do- 
mains, limiting Nazi oppor- 
tunities for expansion. And 
it begins to look as if Hit- 
ler, who professes to be 
Germany, has 
sealed 
his 


own doom. 


Nearly everybody favors 


conservation, but many go 
too far afield for it, ap- 
proving perhaps of 
some- 


thing far away and then 
eavlng it to the federal or 
state government. There is 
opportunity for useful con- 
servation 
work in 
every 


state, county and township, 
to improve the soil, savo 
the woods and 
preserve 


and encourage wild life. 


We might well go still 


farther and realize the do- 
mestic opportunities of this 
kind in our fields, gardens 
and dooryards. How about 
draining and fertilizing our 
own little p a t c h e s of 
ground, planting more trees 
and encouraging the birds 
and squirrels to make them- 
selves at home in the yard? 


In all this sort of effort 


is profit and deep satisfac- 
tion. 
And 
people 
today 


have more time for it than 
they used to have.

American authors struggled! to thn 
heights attained by Grey over 
such a discouraging' course. 
Six years of failure to make 
either a satisfactory living or a 
name as a professional man i'n I 
New York brought him the reall- ' 
zntion ho had chosen the wrong 
career. Then followed six or sev- 
en years more of vain toll and 
failure as an author. 
Rejection slips piled up in those 
early years. 
Encouragement came 


from virtually only two persons, a 
brother, and Llna Ellse Roth, who 
later became his wife. 
Grey wrote 
one 
early 
novel 
three times but got no encourage- 
ment from any publisher. 
Then In 1910 Harpers published 


for him "The Heritage of the 
Desert" which paved the way for 
acceptance of "Riders of the Pur- 
ple Sage" in 1912, a work that 
sold almost a million copies, had 
a tremendous vogue as a moving 
picture and forever ended Grey's 
financial problems.

The P. and S. Hospital, Navarro 
county institution, is completing 
a quarter of a century service In 
furnishing hospitalizatlon to the 
people requiring; it in this section.

Early years' records are incom- 


plete and are not available. 
County Operated. 


The county government, and for 


years the city of Corsicana, con- 
tributed money to the institution 
to care for charity patients unable 
to provide facilities.
